Counsel for the town of Wilming- 
ton and for the tax payers who have 
brought suit against the town in 
Mid lesex Superior Court, because 
of alleged inequities inthe assess~ 
ment practices of the town, have 
agreed to anotner week delay onthe 
mailing of tax biils by the Town of 
Wilmington, 


The agreement was made Mon- 
day, in Cambridge. 

By agreement of the Town Coun- 
sel and the court, the counsel for 
the petitioners was allowed to sub- 
mit a substitute petition, spelling 
out in much greater detail the basis 
of the claims of the petitioners 
for relief, against the town, 

it 1s to be expected that Mr Buz~ 
zell will file additional demurrers 
as a result, demurrers being us- 
sertions on the part ofthe attorney 
that the petitioners do not have a 
reasonable basis for relief, 

It 1s also to be expected that if 
he does submit additional demur- 
rers the judge will have ruled on 
them by or on next Monday, The 
Party against whom Justice Fuir- 
hurst should rule can be expected 
to immediately file an appeal with 
the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts,

It is aiso to be expected that 
counsel on the two opposing sides 
will shortly make some type of

Rt is somewhat difficult for the average person 
to understand what is going on in Wilmington at the 
present time, Tnere seems to be a series of dis- 
connected disputes in the Town Hall, with only frag- 
mentary information available to the public. 

The disputes are violent. Someone is going to 
be hurt before they are resolved, There is some 
reason to believe that they are not disconnected, but 
part of an even larger dispute, 


Cloud Number One 


Take the Industrial Land Assessment case, now 
in the Middlesex Superior Court, 

It started when Town Manager Bouchard wrote 
a letter to the Town Counsel, asking for an opinion 
on the assessments of industrial lands, 

The Town Manager was convinced that some of 
the land owners of Wilmington were not willing to 
Sell to industry, He was alsoconvinced that some of 
the land owners were being under-assessed, 

To a degree he may have been right - in fact 
all the present disputes seem to be a matter of de- 
adree. Aiso, it is possible that he was wrong, 

But once the Town Manager wrote that ietter 
the fat was in the fire, 

Wiimington, ten years ago, instituted a policy 
of setting aside large desireable tracts of land for 
present and future industry - a policy that this paper 
chooses to call a ‘land bank’, Much of the farm and 
other land set aside was oeing taxed at near farm 
rates, 

It was the Town Counsel’s opinion that all in- 
dustriai and business land - and all other land and 
Property - shouid be assessed at its full cash value, 
a value which can take into account the immediately 
potential use of such property. 

Once written the town officials cou.d disregard 
the opinion only at their peril. However Mr Buzzell 
is not to be blamed for any resuiting application, 

The word ‘potential’ has implications which must 
have been debated in the meetings of the Board of 
Assessors on July 31 and three days later, 

On July 31 the assessors voted to ask for a com- 
Plete reappraisal of all real estate in 1965, 

Three days later they voted to adopt a schedule 
oi reportedly fuli valuations on industrial and com- 
merciai valuations on industrial and commercial 
lands effective this year. Oddly, they then reaffirmed 
their previous vote to recommend a reappraisal of 
all real estate in 1965, 


Tax bills were already about a month iate, going 
by the schedule set a year previously.

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One assessor was against the idea of making the 
new industrial rate immediately effective, and re- 
portedly that assessor is Maurice O’Neil, Therehas 
been no statement, but the story is widely believed 
in Wilmington, 

Farenthetically it may be noted that Mr O’Neil, 
who has several part time jobs, was separated trom 
his part time clerk positioa inthe Water Department. 
There are those who believe he was fired, But the 
assignment, planned last fall, was for only 30 
weeks, and Mr O'Neil had completed 32 full weeks, 
To say he was fired is contrary to the evidence, 

A few days after the assessors voted to ‘put 
the industrial assessments on a 1964 basis the 
Town Crier began to investigate, and the story 
broke, Theré hzs been much since then, 

As of the moment there are two sults in the 
Middiesex Superior Court, before Justice Fairhurst, 
By agreement of the two counsels in the case the 
town is prohibited trom sending out tax bills until 
an agreed upon date, which as of this writing Is 
next Monday, but will probably be extended, 

The agreement is not holding up the tax bills, 
at least so far. The tax bills are not yet ready. 

The town has an outstanding debt of $1 million 
300 thousand, in ‘anticipation of revenue’ bonds - 
money which the town borrows before the tax money 
rolls in, to keep itself going. 

These bonds, at their present vaiue, if figured 
on a yearly basis, would cost about $20,000 a year, 
give or take 2 few doilars, The town is thus spend- 
ing about $375 a week in interest, while it is 
waiting to send out the tax bilis, So far this money 
is being spent simply because the tax bilis are not 
ready, but it is possible thar the law suits may 
cause the town io spend more money, when the 
bills are ready, but not to be matied, if that event 
does occur, » 

I 1s impossible to predict the outcome in 
court, One source, out side of Wilmington, would 
have the people believe the case has already gone 
to the Supreme Court of Massachusetts, but this 
is slightly misieading, for the case is stiil in the 
hands of Justice Fairhurst, and as such 1s still in 
the Middlesex Superior Court, even though sume 
rulings may have been asked of the Supreme Court, 

The best thing that could happen to the town, in 
the belief of this column, is to have the town lose the 
case, in court. The entire land-bank program has 
been put in jeopardy, und if the town ‘wins’ the 
industrial future of the town may be very seriously 
affected, in an adverse manner, = 

This column also believes, perhaps without 
profound reason, that the town will win in the Mid- 
diesex Courts, and that the only possibility of the 
aggreived land owners winning will come from the 
Supreme Court, 

In either event someone is going tobe hurt - the 
lancowners, or Gerry Bouchard, For it was Gerry 
who wrote that letter. 


Cloud Number Two 


A second dispute, over which Selectmen Brooks 
and Bender are waging war, involvesthe new Woburn 
Street School, 

For several years the town has known that a new 
School was to be built on this site and, from time to 
time in the Selectmen’s meetings Mr Brooks would 
say|in effect that he would use his ‘influence’ to have 
the state Department of Public Works do something 
to safeguard children who would be crossing Route 
93 by the Woburn Street bridge. 

_ Generally speaking the board sat silent while 
these promises were being made, Some of the Sel- 
ectmen may have agreed, and some may have disa- 
greed, The polat is that the Selectmen were agreeing 
to & political solution, and were by- passing the town’s 
paid official - the Town Manager, who properly should 
have been doing the job, The Selectmen were trying 
to do things by ‘influence . 

This was a wrong attituae, but one that could be 
expected of highly polifical persons, 
Finally on the day the Woburn Street school

They organized into an impromptu group, three 
or four days later, and marched on the town hall, 
The TownManager and other paid officials were able 
to do something then, without waiting for ‘poiitical 
influence’ and the net result was that there were 
snow fences up to protect the children, and within 
24 hours, The TM and his assistants solved the 
problem in less time than takes to tell the story. 

Then next Tuesday Mr Brooks came up with 
another ‘political’ solution, 

He had finally got the State Department of Public 
Works to agree to close off Woburn Street, froin 
Salem Street to Concord Street, during the hours 
that the children would be going to and from school, 

This was a rather drastic treatment. Fortunately 
for the townspecple one of the paid professionals 
was present at the time that Mr Brooks uncorked 
his latest - namely the Chief of Police. . 

It was from the Chief of Police that the selectmen 
learned that they did have the power to shut offa 
street, temporarliy, and further that it would be an 
imposition to shut off all the traffic for the full 
distance, After listening to the chief they rejected 
the ‘political’ solution of Mr Brooks, and voted 
instead to make the cut off area much smaller - 
enough to stop out-of-town motorists from speeding 
through, but still to allow people who live on the 
street to be relatively unhampered, 

And Mr Brooks and Mr Bender are arguing 
over how many curs are going through! ° 

There is, of course, an obvious lesson, and that 
is to let the professionai employees make some of 
the decisions. This hasn’t happened too much in 
Wiimington, for the past four or five years, 


Cloud Number Three 


A third case, now in active dispute, is still more 
difficult to understand, 

Selectman Bender, a week ago Monday, intro- 
duced a letter into the Selectmen’s meeting, written 
by two other persons, which pointed out a ‘discrep- 
vancy’ of nearly $200,000 in tax accounting, The 
story had to be omitted from this paper last week 
for lack of space, 

Mr Brooks and Mr Bender are now fighting over 
the letter and its implications, 

it is unfortunate perhaps that Mr Bender’s act- 
fons were such as to make a person believe he was 
Playing for a grandstand audienc:, He had copies 
of the letter for the press, but none, at the moment, 
for the selectmen or finance committee - this at 
the time he introduced the ietter, 

Bender told the Selectmen that he had to do things 
this way because he could get no information from 
the Town Manager, He repeated this statement a 
week later (last Monday), 

Because of the circumstances at the time the 
letter was introduced it might be felt that it was a 
political movement. When one reflects on Bender’s 
Statement about not getting information from the 
Town Manager, however, one has to wonder, 

For Mr Bender {1s no fool, and turther, the two 
men who Signed the letter are not tobe so classified, 

The ietter was signed by Atty Paul Niles of 
Woburn Street and Charles F Burt of Carson Road, 
Atty Niles is extremely knowledgeable, when it comes 
to town government, Mr Burt is acknowledged to be 
an accountant of some note, They are staking a lot 
of their professionai standing in writing such a letter, 
Hence, clearly, tie letter is not to be dismissed 
lightiy. 
But in an offhand manner one can ask: Why did 
not these men take up the problem with the Finance 
Committee or Town Accountant, ifthe Town Manager 
was keeping his mouth shut?
